Crop Report No. 1 


Agriculture, 
berta, Edmonton. 

Alberta enters the 1932 crop 
season with conditions over the 
greater part of the province 
more favorable with respect to 
reserveand surface moisture 
than those which have pre- 
vailed fur some years, Over 
a considerable portion of the 
province, chiefly in the central 
and northern regions, there 
appears to be an_ excellent 
supply of moisture, making the 
soil conditions ideal for spring 
operatiuns. ; 

High winds are reported from 
one or two places with conse- 
quent soil drifting to a small 
extent, In certain districts a 
considearbly increased infesta- 
tion of cutworms and grass- 
hoppers is anticipated, 

In a few places in the. South- 
ern districts, work is already 
under way onthe land, and 
will become general within the 
coming week. 

The sugar beet districts re- 
port fairly good germination 
prospects, and Raymond dis- 
trict is particularly optimistic 
in this respect, with the report 


that owing to abundance of 
moisture, germination of beets 
there should be much improved 


over last year.

able place for a holiday. 

Among the other things that 
the Queen did was to revive 
many old Scots customs, even 
to the point of having a tartan 
invented for the tenants of 
Balmoral. 

There was~something —yery 
ironic in this, because, after the 
Jacobite rising, tartan and all 
the trappings of the Highland- 
ers were severly suppressed in 
favour of her ancestors from 
the fear thatthe glamour of 
the plaid might awaken the 
|embers of Jacobitism and set 
the Stuarts once more on the 
throne.

FEES FOR CLASSES “A” and “B” 

Fees for Clusses “A” and “B” are figured on gross 
weight, which shall mean the combined weight of the 
chassis, body and cab of the freight vehicle and the manu- 
facturer’s rated carrying capacity. 

Fees in this classes range from 50c per 100 Ibs. to $1.75 
per 100 lbs. according to their weight classification.
